Hessian relchswehr against the B a ­ 
varian border just north of Coburg. 
Thus Stresemann and Ebert have 
thrown down the gauntlet to H itler, 
Ehrh ardt and their corps. 
General R einhard, it is learned, has 
orders not to advance aggressively 01 
cross the border into Bavaria, but to 
block the line against any fascisti at­ 
tempt to cross the border, and only 
in that eventuality to engage in bat­ 
tle.

This is an extreme ease, but 
in most cases it is extremely dif!U tilt 
for the legislature, or the ordinary 
citizen, to determine whether public 
officials are economical or otherwise. 
The Taft law establishes a budget 
system and a budget commission for 
the express purpose of holding down 
expenses, and yet prov iding an ade- j 
quate rev enue for the really neces- ! 
sary expenses in each county. 
The 
law prov ides that the budget commis- i 
si on examine the entire budget of 
counties, schools, cities, v illages and 5 
townships. 
The budget commission 
has power to fix the total amount 
which may be spent, no matter where 
the rev enue is 
deriv ed, instead 
of 
merely fixing the tax rate. 
It is further prov ided that the ap­ 
propriation ordinances must conform 
to the budget allowed, and if they ex­ 
ceed it, the budget commission may 
cut the appropriation ordinance. The 
Budget 
commission 
is 
required 
to 
conduct public hearings on the bud­ 
gets and to publish its reports, with 
the final budgets, in the newspapers, 
so that public opinion in each com­ 
munity will hav e a full chance to de­ 
termine the tax rate. 
The budget 
commission is giv en power to reduce 


amount realizable under the limit is 
not required. 
In Ak ron recently the budget com­ 
mission issued a statement that it 
had requested the city and schools 
to reduce their budgets by $120,000 
and the city and schools had refused. 
The commission had no power to en­ 
force its request.

Berlin, Nov. 5.—Germany is on the 
eve of a civil war between the north 
and the south. 
The government is in a state of 
alarm, believing that the signal for 
“on to Berlin'’ march irom Bavaria 
will be given Tuesday by Adolf Hit­ 
ler.

leader. 
His 
forces, reinforced by a large number 
of nationalists from the north, aud 
Silesia, with 
Captain 
Ehrhardt 
in 
command, are concentrating in Co­ 
burg, near the northern Bavarian bor­ 
der. 
According to information which the 
government asserts it has received, 
Ehrhardt will give the command “for­ 
w a rd ” Tuesday. 
So grave does the 
government 
consider the 
situation 
that it is said General Keinhard, for­ 
mer minister of war, has been ordered 
by the Berlin government to move im­ 
mediately with 15,00J Wuerternburg- 
Hesdian reichswehr against the Ba­ 
varian border just north of Coburg. 
Thus Stresemann and Ebert have 
thrown down the gauntlet to Hitler, 
Ehrhardt aud their corps. 
General Keinhard, it is learned, has 
orders not to advance aggressively 01 
cross th** border into Bavaria, but to 
block the line against any fascist! at­ 
tempt to crofts the border, and only 
in that eventuality to engage in bat­ 
tle.
